I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1967.  The 
public  health  remained  at  a  satisfactory  level  during  this  period  and 
there  was  no  unusual  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  measles  providing 
the  greatest  number  of  notifications.  It  is  hoped  that  this  may  be 
the  last  year  in  which  this  disease  is  so  prevalent,  as  during  1968 
immunisation  against  measles  is  being  offered  throughout  the  country. 


For  the  second  year  running,  there  have  been  only  minor  staff 
changes,  a  fortunate  circumstance  which  benefits  the  efficient  running 

of  the  department. 


I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  for  the  help  received  from  my  colleagues, 
both  in  the  department  and  in  the  other  branches  of  the  Council”  s  service, 
from  the  staff  of  the  County  Council  and  of  various  Ministries  as  well 
as  from  local  doctors  and  voluntary  workers  in  many  fields.  I  am  grateful 
too.  Sir,  for  the  support  and  assistance  received  from  you  and  from  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

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PETER  SFXELD  RURAL  DISTRICT 


The  district  forms  part  of  the  eastern  boundary  of  Hampshire ,  its 
eastern  boundary  being  Surrey  in  the  north  and  West  Sussex  in  the  south. 

The  South  Downs  traverse  the  district  from  east  to  west,  dividing  it  into 
northern  and  southern  halves.  There  are  no  large  rivers,  the  extreme 
north  of  the  district  draining  into  the  Wey  basin  to  the  Thames,  the 
eastern  part  via  the  Rother  to  the  Channel  and  part  of  the  western  area 
via  the  Meon  to  Southampton  Water.  The  main  London  to  Portsmouth  road 
and  railway  traverse  the  district  from  north  to  south,  the  Mi dhursi/ 
Winchester  road  from  east  to  west.  These  roads  cross  at  Petersfield,  the 
small  country  town  lying  just  north  of  the  gap  in  the  downs  through,  which 
the  London/Portsmouth  road  and  railway  pass.  This  town  and  an  adjacent 
area  forms  the  separate  urban  district  of  Petersfield. 

Much  of  the  district  is  noted  for  its  beauty  and  is  scheduled  as  such. 
Different  forms  of  agriculture  are  practised  throughout  the  district  but, 
in  general,  in  the  south,  the  farms  are  smaller  in  area  and  there  is  more 
horticulture,  on  the  downland  there  is  more  arable  and  stock  farming  with 
daily  farming  in  the  valleys.  There  is  some  fruit  farming  and  timber 
growing. 

There  are  few  light  and  no  heavy  industries  in  the  district  but  with 
the  proximity  of  Portsmouth  in  the  south  and  London  and  the  "outer  London 
belt"  in  the  north,  many  residents  find  their  employment  outside  the 
district.  There  is  considerable  pressure  for  housing  development  all 
through  the  district,  but  this  is  strictly  controlled.  Main  development 
in  the  south  has  been  in  Homdean  and  Catherington  which  are  close  to  the 
rapidly  expanding  urban  district  of  Havant  and  Waterloo  and  in  the  north, 
it  has  been  around  Liss  and  Liphook  for  "commuters"  who  work  in  London.

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GENERAL  REPORT  OF  THS  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OP  HEALTH 


STAFF 


The  only  change  in  the  staff  of  the  department  was  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  S.B.  Tucker,  Rodent  Operator,  who  resigned  in  September,  1967;  he 
was  replaced  by  Mr.  RoE.  Blanks. 

Mr.  A.  Swan  was  accorded  the  honour  of  being  elected  a.  Fellow  of 
the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  April,  1968. 

Miss  S.A.  Ay  ling  passed  the  Local  Government  Clerical  Division 
examination  and  was  appointed  Clerk  to  the  Buriton  Parish  Council  in  the 

autumn. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Maud  Committee  presented  its  report 
on  the  management  of  Local  Government  and  about  the  same  time,  the  Mallaby 
Committee's  report  on  the  staffing  of  Local  Government  was  published. 

Both  were  critical  of  some  practices  in  both  of  these  fields.  The  Royal 
Commission  on  Local  Government  continued  its  deliberations;  the  Minister 
of  Health  changed  his  mind  about  transferring  the  ambulance  service  from 
local  authorities  to  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  announced  the 
Government's  intention  to  publish  suggestions  for  the  administrative 
reorganisation  of  the  National  Health  Service.  The  publication  of  the 
report  of  the  Seebohm  Committee  on  the  training,  employment  and  adminis¬ 
tration  of  social  workers  (or  "case  workers")  had  been  expected  by  the  end 
of  the  year  but  appears  to  have  been  delayed.  One  way  and  another,  a  hard 
look  is  being  taken  at  Local  Government  at  the  present  time. 

There  were  some  indications  of  improvement  in  the  economic  position 
but  in  the  autumn,  heavy  speculation  against  the  pound  led  to  its  devaluation 
followed  by  various  measures  to  curb  inflation,  including  cuts  in  central 
and  local  government  spending.  This  caused  some  changes  in  the  Council' s 
capital  expenditure  plans,  certain  items  (mainly  concerned  with  sewage 
disposal)  being  deferred  or  modified.  Plans  to  improve  the  refuse  collection 
and  to  carry  out  a  trial  of  paper  sacks  as  refuse  containers  had  to  be 
deferred. 


THE  ENVIRONMENT 


Planning 

During  1967,  there  wan  no  public  announcement  about  any  action  to  be 
taken  on  the  Buchanan  Report.  However,  early  in  1968,  it  was  announced 
that  a  joint  planning  body  was  being  established  in  Winchester  by  Hampshire, 
Portsmouth  and  Southampton  to  give  particular  attention  to  SoEo  Hampshire. 
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(The  Environment  -  continued) 


Announcement  was  made  of  the  intention  to  introduce  a  Planning  Bill  with 
the  object  of  allowing  more  local  control  of  detailed  planning  within  a  policy 
laid  down  by  an  authority  having  control  over  wide  areas,  each  of  which  would 
be  a  "natural"  or  geographic  unit. 

An  excellent  report  entitled  ’'Gypsies  and  other  Travellers"  was 
published  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  during  1967*  For 
more  than  two  years,  considerable  efforts  bad  been  made  to  find  a  winter  site 
for  a  family  group  of  travelling  showmen  in  Oatherington.,  When  ail  was 
finally  settled  and  planning  approval  had  been  given,  the  showmen  and  the 
landowner  fell  out.  Whilst  it  is  true  that  it  is  increasingly  difficult  for 
travellers  to  find  sites  and  that  at  times  they  are  treated  inhumanely,  they 
sometimes  act  against  their  own  interests.  This  wa.s  such  a  case. 

Prom  the  report  it  is  apparent  that  the  Hampshire  County  Council  and 
the  local  authorities  within  the  county  are  among  the  more  progressive 
authorities  with  regard  to  the  re-settlement  of  gypsies.  As  far  as  Petersfield 
Rural  District  is  concerned,  the  problem  is  small;  from  time  to  time  complaints 
arise  when  travellers  camp  in  unauthorised  places  but  usually  these  families 
are  en  route  for  another  destination  and  no  serious  problems  have  yet  occurred. 


For  some  time  now,  the  Council  has  been  considering  establishing  its  own 
caravan  sites  and  has  agreed  in  principle  to  placing  one  in  the  north  and  one 
in  the  south  of  the  district.  No  progress  has  been  made  in  the  north,  where 
the  need  is  less  pressing  but  in  the  south  there  are  a  number  of  individual 
caravans  unsuitably  sited.  Planning  approval  was  obtained  for  a  site  in  Homdea 
parish  during  the  year  but  the  owner  of  the  land  was  not  willing  to  sell  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  compulsory  purchase  of  the  land  was  under  consideration. 
Until  the  economic  position,  improves ,  it  is  doubtful  if  loan  sanction  for  the 
acquisition  and  development  of  the  site  will  be  forthcoming t 


The  forecast  made  in  the  1 9b6  report  about  difficulties  in  regard  to  land 
titles  in  the  Bircholt  Road  settlement  has  proved  correct  and  the  main  progress 
here  has  been  in  negotiating  alterations  in  the  type  of  usage  of  various  plots 
owned  by  the  principal  landowner  in  this  area,  so  that  it  is  more  suited  to  the 
types  of  usage  planned  for  different  parts  of  Bircholt  Road. 


A  small  caravan  site  has  existed  for  some  years  at  Prospect  Farm,  Rowlands 
Castle.  The  land  is  owned  by  Portsmouth  Corporation  and  adjoins  their  Leigh 
Park  estate.  The  tenant  signified  his  intention  of  giving  up  the  site  and 
most  of  the  occupiers  found  alternative  accommodation.  It  was  apparent  that 
those  remaining  were  not  likely  to  do  this  and  as  a  result,  the  Council  sought 
and  obtained  a  temporary  lease  of  the  site  from  Portsmouth  Corporation  and 
this  department  has  supervised  the  site  and  at  the  same  time,  in  co-operation 
with  the  Welfare  Department  of  the  County  Council,  has  been  trying  to  rehouse 
the  occupants.

Building  by  the  Council  was  at  the  same  level  as  in  1966  but  in  the 
private  sector,  there  was  a  sharp  drop  in  the  number  of  houses  completed. 
This  was  in  part  due  to  the  completion  of  large  estates  in  Homdean  in 
1966  or  early  in  1967  and  probably  in  part  due  to  financial  stringency. 


The  C atherdngtor^ C lanfi eld  sewerage  scheme  was  completed,  and  most 
properties  in  the  area  had  been  connected  to  the  sewer  by  the  end  of 
the  year.  However,  it  became  apparent  towards  the  end  of  the  year  that 
the  Havant  and  Waterlooville  sewers  which,  by  agreement,  take  this  discharge, 
were  inadequate  to  cope  with  the  peak  flow  and  flooding  with  sewage  has 
occurred  in  parts  of  Waterlooville.  It  appears  that  housing  development 
in  Waterlooville  has  taken  place  more  rapidly  than  the  sewerage  capacity 
has  been  provided  and  with  the  adjoining  village  of  D«3imead  due  to  dis¬ 
charge  the  effluent  from  some  ~J00  dwellings  into  the  same  sewers  in  1968, 
a  difficult  situation  has  arisen.  It  is  likely  to  be  about  three  years 
before  larger  sewers  can  be  laid  to  overcome  this  surcharging.  During 
this  period,  it  would  seem  that  the  only  course  to  follow  will,  be  to 
impose  a  standstill  on  all  new  development  and  this  will  also  apply  to 
the  possible  development  of  a  caravan  site  by  the  Council  in  this  area.

Refuse 


There  was  evidence  of  fly  breeding  at  the  refuse  tip  and  measures 
were  put  in  hand  to  correct  this  and  at  the  same  time  to  provide  for 
tipping  to  be  carried  out  in  a  more  orderly  manner. 

During  the  year,  Petersfield  Urban.  District  began  to  dispose  of 
their  refuse  on  the  same  tip  by  agreement  between  the  Councils  and 
this  has  led  to  a  considerable  increase  in  the  volume  of  refuse  handled. 

During  the  year,  a  Subcommittee  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
considered  the  problem  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  and  as  a  result, 
it  was  resolved  to  introduce  a  once -weekly  collection  throughout  the 
district  and  also  to  undertake  a  pilot  study  of  paper  sack  disposal 
methods  to  see  if  these  could  be  applied  throughout  the  district  with 
advantage . 

Alas!  Both  schemes  fell  to  the  economic  axe.  However,  it  was 
wisely  decided  that  the  expenditure  at  the  tip  site  was  essential  and 
so  better  facilities  will  be  provided  there. 

During  the  year,  a  working  party  was  set  up  to  consider  the  problem 
of  refuse  disposal  in  South  Hampshire.  Their  report  discloses  that  the 
large  urban,  authorities  (particularly  Southampton)  are  in  sore  straits 
and  within  two  years  or  so  will  have  exhausted  almost  all  practicable 
tipping  areas.  The  volume  of  refuse  grows  rapidly  each  year  -  and  places 
where  it  can  be  put  get  fewer  and  fewer.  It  seems  inevitable  that  within 
the  next  few  years,  a  large  destruction  plant  will  have  to  be  constructed 
somewhere  adjacent  to  Southampton  Water  on  the  north  shore  of  the  Solent. 
It  would  be  sensible  to  make  provision  for  the  crushing  of  car  bodies  at 
the  same  time,  as  the  disposal  of  these  is  another  rapidly  growing  problem. 

Despite  the  publicity  given  by  the  Press  to  comments  made  about 
litter  .in  the  1966  report,  there  has  been  little  or  no  improvement o  Of 
course,  some  of  the  larger  urban  authorities  are  so  hardpressed  for  space 
for  refuse  disposal  that  they  are  unable  to  accept  bulky  articles  of 
rubbish  and  the  householder  is  driven  to  dump  it  in  the  countryside.  But 
a  good  deal  of  our  litter  is  "home  grown" . 

All  our  residents  are  not  aware  that  special  collections  of  bulky 
household  rubbish  can  be  arranged  through  the  Council"  s  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.  This  does  not  include  the  collection  of  derelict  cars,  a 
rapidly  increasing  problem,  but  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  will  normally 
give  permission  for  these  to  be  accepted  for  disposal  at  the  Council1  a 
tip.  Written  permission  is  needed  for  the  staff  at  the  tip  to  accept 
rubbish  from  private  individuals. 
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Water  Supplies 


There  was  more  trouble  with  the  chlorinating  plant  at  a  private 
school  during  the  year,  resulting  in  unsatisfactory  water  samples.  It 
had  long  been  apparent  that  this  was  primarily  an  administrative  problem, 
in  that  no-one  was  given  time  to  supervise  and  service  the  plant 
properly.  Once  the  new  administrator  had  grasped  this  point,  it  was 
rectified  and  since  then  sill  samples  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  only  other  problem  concerning  water  came  from  contamination 
of  a  private  farm  supply  derived  from  a  deep  chalk  borehole .  Here, 
there  was  a  surprising  variation  in  the  degree  of  contamination  from 
very  severe  to  slight.  The  borehole  had  originally  been  installed  with 
a  Ministry  of  Agriculture  grant  and  utilised  one  single  pipe  as  rising 
main  and  distribution  main  -  a  system  which  makes  1 00^  efficient 
chlorination  impossible  to  achieve  in  practice.  The  Ministry  were  also 
involved  in  the  initial  investigations  but  were  satisfied  with  hand 
chlorination  locally  for  water  used  for  cleansing  the  dairy  utensils. 
This,  of  course,  did  not  affect  the  three  residences  supplied  from  the 
source. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  in  investigating  possible  sources  of 
the  contamination  but  no  local  source  could  be  demonstrated  and  the 
farmer  proposed  to  chlorinate  the  supply. 

Main  water  supplies  from  either  the  Portsmouth  or  Wey  Valley  Water 
Companies  are  available  to  all  but  a  small  number  of  residences.  Regular 
reports  are  received  from  both  suppliers. 


Food  Hygiene 

No  report  was  received  of  any  outbreak  of  illness  attributable  to 
faulty  food  hygiene.  It  is  not  claimed  that  there  were  no  such  occurrences 
but  it  is  unlikely  that  there  were  any  serious  incidences.  Towards  the 
end  of  Hie  year,  samples  were  taken  of  cream  trifles  made  by  a  large 
manufacturer  whose  premises  are  in  a  different  district  following  a  report 
which  indicated  that  this  particular  batch  had  been  contaminated  with  a 
staphylococcus . 

The  samples  were  contaminated  with  the  same  organism  which  caused 
four  cases  of  food  poisoning  in  a  neighbouring  district  but  despite 
enquiry  among  the  local  general  practitioners,  no  case  of  food  poisoning 
could  be  traced  from  this  source.  It  was  subsequently  learned  that 
there  had  been  about  30  cases  of  illness  from  this  particular  batch, 
the  farthest  one  occurring  at  Exeter. 

It  is  fair  to  say  that  at  the  time  the  samples  were  taken,  the 
trifles  had  been  withdrawn  from  sale  for  return  as  unsold  goods. 
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(Pood  Hygiene  -  continued) 


Regular  weekly  tests  have  been  taken  from  the  only  slaughterhouse 
in  the  district  and  these  have  been  satisfactory.  We  have  received 
much  helpful  and  excellent  service  from  the  Director  of  the  Portsmouth 
Public  Health  Laboratory  and  his  staff  and  are  grateful  for  their 
ready  co-operation «,  A  further  meeting  of  Public  Health  staff  of  the 
area  served  by  the  Laboratory  was  arranged  by  Dr.  Payne  at  the  end  of 
the  year  which  proved  to  be  interesting  and  useful. 


PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Hospitals 

There  was.  no  change  in  the  position  in  196?.  The  southern  half  of 
the  district  is  served  by  the  Portsmouth  Hospitals,  the  northern  by 
Treloar® a  Hospital,  Alton  and  the  Haslemere  and  Guildford  Hospitals. 

The  "Cottage”  Hospital  at  Petersfield  continued  to  function  meter  the 
supervision  of  local  practitioners  and  visits  from  the  consultants  to 
the  Portsmouth  Group.  King  George’ s  Hospital  at  Liphook  is  a  large 
geriatric  hospital*  The  Grange  at  Liss  is  a  maternity  "home”1  and  Wenham 
Holt  in  Liss  parish  is  a  convalescent  home.  All  come  under  the 
Portsmouth  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee,  as  does  the  small 
geriatric  hospital  Heath  side"  in  Petersfield. 

Early  in  1968,  there  was  a  revision  of  the  "watershed”  boundaries 
as  between  the  mental  hospitals  of  Park  Prewett  and  the  Royal  Hospital, 
Portsmouth,  whereby  most  of  the  district,  apart  from  the  northern  parishes, 

now  comes  in  the  Royal8  s  catchment  area. 

At  Le  Court,  the  first  patients  were  received  into  the  new  intensive 
care  unit  in  1968.  This  was  the  original  Cheshire  Home  for  the  severely 
disabled.  A  small  private  nursing  home  operates  at  Hillbrow  in  the 

parish  of  Liss. 


Family  Doctor  Service 

Dr«  GoEoTo  Lawley,  who  had  been  in  practice  in  Rowlands  Castle  for 
something  over  ‘two  years,  joined  the  ranks  of  the  medical  emigrants 
arid  moved  to  Canada.  After  a  few  months  of  locum  practitioners,  his 
successor  was  appointed  and  has  since  taken  up  residence  in  the  village. 


Nursing  and  Midwifery 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  1967,  nor  were  there  any  changes 
in  the  system  of  the  attachment  of  nursing  and  health  visitor  staff  to 

some  practices.

The  Home  Help  and  Good  Neighbour  service  plays  an  important  part  in 
enabling  people  who  may  be  permanently  or  temporarily  infirm  to  continue 
to  live  at  home,  whan,  without  the  domestic  help  provided,  many  would 
have  to  seek  institutional  care.

As  can  be  seen,  the  greater  part  of  the  work  in  19 67  was  with  elderly 
people.  The  "Good  Neighbour"  provides  domestic  help  on  a  less  regular 
basis  than  the  home  help,  many  of  whom  travel  considerable  distances  to 
their  cases®  All  of  these  workers  give  a  devoted  service,  sometimes  in 
circumstances  of  considerable  difficulty,  and  we  are  grateful  to  them. 


Mental  Welfare 

This  service  is  concerned  particularly  with  the  supervision  and 
assistance  of  the  mentally  ill  in  their  homes.  Petersfield  Rural  District 
comes  under  the  Fareham  Office. 

V/elfare  and  Children9  s  Departments 

These  Departments  of  the  County  Council  are  often  concerned  with 
problems  with  which  this  Council  is  also  involved,  housing  being  a 
particularly  frequent  difficulty,  but  this  Department  is  often  interested 
both  from  the  personal-  and  the  environmental  position.  Regular  meetings 
are  held  in  Petersfield  Town  Hall  (by  kind  permission  of  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council)  and  it  is  felt  that  these  meetings 
fill  a  useful  purpose.  There  can  be  much  overlapping  in  this  field  and 
indeed,  the  Seebohm  Committee  has  been  sitting  to  look  into  this  position. 


Voluntary  Services 

Despite  our  so-called  "Welfare  State"  (about  which  critism  has  been 
increasing)  ,  by  far  the  greater  part  of  the  help  given  to  those  who  may 
need  it  comes  from  members  of  the  family,  from  neighbours  or  others  in 
the  community.  Most  of  this  is  individual  and  spontaneous  and  known  only 
to  the  giver  and  the  recipient.  Where  the  person  in  need  is  integrated 
into  the  community,  help  is  almost  invariably  forthcoming.  But  in  every 
community,  there  are  some  who  prefer  to  remain  withdrawn  and  aloof  and  in 
such  cases  the  need  for  help  may  not  be  realised,  or  offers  to  assist 
may  be  rejected.  These  are  the  cases  in  which  there  may  be  great  need 
and  their  identification  remains  a  problem.  In  this  field,  in  particular, 
the  larger  voluntary  organisations  play  an  important  part,  as  they  do  in 
many  other  fields  of  service.  The  "Meals  on  Wheels"  Service  is  adminis¬ 
tered  and  operated  by  the  W.R.V.  S.  on  behalf  of  the  County  and  District 
Councils  and  delivers  a  meal  on  two  days  each  week  to  the  homes  of  people 
who  are  housebound.

The  total  births  recorded  showed  an  increase  over  the  previous  year 
and  is  thus  the  highest  recorded,  although  the  corrected  birth  rate  was 
slightly  lower  than  for  1 966.  The  national  birth  rate  has  been  declining 
over  the  last  three  years  and  our  rate  has  followed  suit.  The  contra¬ 
diction  which  this  implies  is  explained  by  the  increase  in  population  of 
the  district,  estimated  at  1 ,000  persons,  which  was  smaller  than  the 
increase  in  1966.  There  was  a  reduction  of  one  in  the  number  of  illeg¬ 
itimate  births;  over  the  last  five  years,  the  proportion  of  illegitimate 
births  has  remained  pretty  constant  at  just  under  <o% .  Put  another  way, 
of  every  18  babies  bom,  one  will  be  illegitimate.

Nearly  60%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  coronary  heart  disease,  cancer, 
or  "stroke"  in  that  order  of  importance.  This  pattern  showed  little 
change  from  previous  years  and  is  in  line  with  national  experience.

The  two  cases  recorded,  above  were  infected  with  Salmonella  kiamhu 
at  a  dinner  party  in  a  neighbouring  areao  Altogether,  some  fifty 
people  were  involved  in  this  outbreak,  due  to  infected  turkeys.  The 
turkeys  ( large  birds)  were  stuffed  prior  to  roasting  and  the  length 
of  cooking  was  insufficient  for  the  temperature  in  the  centre  of  the 
stuffing  to  rise  to  a  height  sufficient  to  destroy  the  bacteria  -  in 
other  words,  the  cooking  was  inadequate.  It  takes  many  hours  in  an 
oven  for  the  temperature  In  the  centre  of  a  large  mass  such  as  a 
stuffed  turkey  to  reach  an  adequate  level. 

The  situation  regarding  salmonella  infection  was  reviewed  in  the 
1966  report.  The  Council  requested  the  Hampshire  Branch  of  the  Rural 
District  Councils  Association  to  refer  the  following  measures  to  the 
central  body  of  the  Association  with  the  object  of  bringing  the 
desirability  of  their  implementation  to  the  notice  of  the  Governments 

Salmonella  infection  in  animals  to  be  made  compulsorily 
notifiable 

Facilities  for  and  regulations  governing  the  "  casualty" 
slaughter  of  animals  to  be  improved 

Imported  boned  meat  and  offal  to  be  sterilised  by  irradiation. 

Regular  bacteriological  tests  were  taken  from  the  one  small  slaughter¬ 
house  in  the  district  -  all  proved  negative. 
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Bacillary  Dysentery 


Two  isolated  infections  with  sonne  dysentery  were  reported  in 
1 967 5  both  were  in  children.  One  case  became  ill  in  London,  the 
usual  place  of  residence,  and  then  moved  to  this  district  to  the 
grandparents  where  the  diagnosis  was  made.  The  other  was  probably 
a  local  infection  but  the  source  could  not  be  traced. 

Streptococcal  Throat  Infection 

A  troublesome  streptococcal  throat  infection  persisted  in  a  boys* 
boarding  school  in  the  early  part  of  the  summer  term.  On  the  advice 
of  the  Director  of  the  Portsmouth  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  with 
the  collaboration  of  the  school  doctor,  three  swabs  were  taken  from 
the  entire  staff  and  pupils  on  one  afternoon  (a  total  of  some  270 
swabs)  and  treatment  of  the  ninety  inhabitants  started.  The  result  of 
the  tests  indicated  the  carriers  of  the  infection  (some  15  persons)  who 
were  then  subject  to  further  tests  and  treatment  until  all  were  free. 

This  procedure  successfully  stopped  the  outbreak „ 

Such  action  can  only  be  effectively  applied  in  a  "closed  community" 
such  as  a  boarding  school.  There  were  several  by-products  from  this 
particular  exercise;  the  school  kitchens  were  gutted  and  rebuilt  on  a 
much  more  hygienic  and  practical  basis.  The  supply  of  raw  milk  to  the 
school  was  stopped,  pasteurised  milk  being  substituted  and  finally,  the 
water  supply  purification  system  was  put  on  a  proper  basis  of  maintenance , 
since  when  it  has  given  trouble  free  operation. 

Tuberculosis 

The  tuberculosis  register  has  been  revised;  it  had  become  inaccurate, 
due  mainly  to  patients  under  observation  only  (having  completed  treatment) 
failing  to  notify  the  Chest  Clinic  of  change  of  address.  It  cannot  be 
claimed  the  present  register  is  wholly  accurate  but  it  is  believed  it  does 
present  a  more  accurate  reflection  of  the  situation  of  tuberculous 
infection  in  the  area.

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IMMUNISATION 
School  Clinics 


The  parents  of  children  bom  in  1959  and  1962  were  circulated  through 
Local  Education  Authority  Schools  concerning  immunisation  and 
re-inf orcement  ("‘booster")  doses  of  diphtheria/ tetanus  and  poliomyelitis 
vaccine*  With  the  assistance  of  local  doctors ,  school  medical  officers, 
school  nurses  and  school  staffs,  clinics  were  held  at  each  school. 

Parents  were  asked  to  state  whether  they  wished  any  necessary  treatment 
to  be  given  by  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  school  clinic  and,  where 
necessary,  the  forms  were  sent  on  to  the  doctor  concerned.

During  1967,  two  changes  were  made  in  regard  to  immunisation  records. 
General  practitioners  no  longer  notified  the  County  Council  but  the 
Executive  Council  and  the  County  Council  commenced  the  transfer  of  all 
immunisation  records  on  to  the  computer.  The  immediate  result  of  these 
changes  is  that  immunisation  records  for  the  district  are  not  available 
for  tabulation  in  the  usual  form  this  year. 

The  use  of  a  computer  to  record  immunisation  has  been  pioneered  by 
the  Vfest  Sussex  Medical  Department.  The  main  advantage  is  that  the 
computer  can  be  programmed  to  issue  postcards  to  individual  parents 
reminding  them  of  the  need  for  each  immunisation  and  giving  them  an 
appointment  with  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  local  clinic  in  accordance 
with  their  preference.  At  the  same  time,  a  list  of  appointments  made 
is  sent  to  the  doctor  or  clinic.  It  is  claimed  that  this  ensures  a 
much  higher  acceptance  rate. 

We  expect  to  transfer  our  immunisation  records  to  the  computer  late 
in  1968. 
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INTERNATIONAL  CERTIFICATES  OF  IMMUNISATION 


By  international  agreement,  travellers  arriving  from  countries 
declared  to  be  infected  may  be  required  to  produce  a  valid  international 
certificate  (on  the  prescribed  form)  against  any  of  the  following 
diseases: 

Smallpox 

Certificate  valid  for  three  years,  effective  eight  days  after 
successful  primary  vaccination,  immediately  upon  re -"Vaccination. 

Cholera 

Certificate  valid  for  six  months;  effective  from  the  date  of 
second  injection  for  primary  immunisation.  Where  re-inforcing 
dose  given  within  period  of  efficacy  of  previous  immunisation, 
one  dose  only  required. 

Both  vaccines  can  be  given  by  general  practitioners,  but  advance 
arrangements  should  be  made  so  that  vaccine  can  be  ordered. 

Both  of  these  certificates  require  the  doctor1 s  signature  to  be 
authenticated  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  whom  they  should 
be  sent  for  this  purpose. 

Yellow  Fever 

Available  only  at  certain  specified  centres,  of  which  Southampton 
and  London  are  the  nearest.  Certificate  valid  for  ten  years. 

Persons  travelling  abroad  are  advised  to  have  in  their  possession 
valid  international  certificates  of  Smallpox  immunisation.  Cholera  and 
Yellow  Fever  immunisation  is  needed  only  for  travel  to  certain  tropical 
countries,  and  advice  should  be  sought  from  the  carrier. 

Immunisation  against  Typhoid  Fever  is  not  obligatory;  it  is  strongly 
advised,  however,  if  travelling  to  certain  European  and  other  countries 
where  the  incidence  of  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers  is  much  greater  than 
in  Britain. 

Finally,  leave  plenty  of  time  to  get  all  these  procedures  carried 
out  -  at  least  one  month.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Petersfield  Rural  District  Council: 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1967  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area  and  the  duties  for  which  I  am  responsible. 

Over  the  years.,  I  have  made  frequent  references  to  the  beneficial 
effect  of  the  Council' s  policy  to  provide  grant  aid  for  the  conversion  or 
improvement  of  houses  to  a.  modern  standard.  It  may  not  be  generally 
realised  how  great  the  impact  of  such  a  policy  can  be  over  a  long  period 
and  it  is  therefore  interesting  to  note  that  about  700  houses  have  been 
the  subject  of  grant  aid  since  1952.  This  is  over  10^  of  the  houses  then 
existing. 

Many  of  the  properties  improved  were  listed  for  action  under  the 
Housing  Acts  and  in  some  cases  were  already  the  subject  of  formal  orders 
or  notices. 

It  has  also  been  possible  to  trace  a  direct  relationship  between  the 
sewering  of  an  area  and  the  inprovements  in  standards  and  general  appearance, 
although  it  is  true  to  say  that  once  properties  suitable  for  improvement 
become  vacant,  they  are  rarely  re-occupied  by  local  people. 

Currently,  over  1  ,000  plans  a  year  are  being  dealt  with  by  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  and,  while  all  of  these  are  not  new  houses,  this 
figure  reflects  the  proportionate  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  with 

full  amenities. 

I  have  previously  reported  that  investigations  and  supervision  under 
the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960  are  very  time 
consuming.  The  increasing  number  of  "personal"  caravans  now  appearing  in 
gardens  and  backyards  makes  it  inpossible  to  police  the  whole  district 
satisfactorily  and  the  attempt  in  1967  accounted  for  one  seventh  of  all 
visits  paid  which  seems  to  me  out  of  proportion  when  considering  the 
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numerous  other  demands  on  our  time.  In  my  opinion,  much  time  is  wasted 
in  attempts  to  check  the' exemption  provisions  in  the  First  Schedule 
to  the  Act. 

The  general  improvement  continued  in  the  appearance  of  shop 
premises,  partly  due  to  the  building  of  new  premises  but  due  also 
to  the  provision  of  new  shop  fronts  and  refitting  internally. 

It  is  a  pity  that,  as  far  as  food  shops  are  concerned,  there  was 
not  a  similar  improvement  in  the  standards  of  food  handling. 

Close  co-operation  with  the  County  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  is 
necessary  and  I  am  grateful  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and 
Measures  in  this  respect. 

Improved  domestic  water  facilities  are  encouraged  whenever  possible, 
whether  at  source  or  at  draw  off  point.  It  is  unlikely  that  there  will 
be  any  appreciable  reduction  in  the  number  of  houses  not  receiving  a 
mains  supply  but  we  hope  eventually  to  have  a  suitable  and  sufficient 
piped  water  supply  to  every  house. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and 
to  my  colleagues  for  their  ready  help  throughout  the  year.

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Pour  other  dwellings  have  unsatisfactory  supplies  but  these  are 
the  subject  of  formal  housing  action  which  will  ensure  that  they  are 
dealt  with  before  the  houses  are  re-occupied.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


Work  on  the  scheme  for  the  village  of  Clanfield  and  outlying  districts 
of  Homdean  was  commenced  in  July,  1965.  Practical  work  on  the  scheme 
is  now  completed.  All  built  up  areas  south  of  the  Downs  are  now  sewered 
with  the  exception  of  Chalton  and  Finchdean. 


Rivers  and  Streams 


The  main  rivers  and  streams  are  as  follows: 

(1)  The  River  Wey  which  passes  through  Bramshott  parish  and 
collects  the  discharge  of  water  from  Waggoners  Wells. 

( 2)  The  River  Rother  which  passes  through  the  parish  of 
Hawkley,  forms  part  of  the  boundary  between  Greatham 
and  Hawkley  and  then  passes  through  the  parish  of  Liss. 

(3)  The  River  Meon  which  flows  through  the  parish  of  East 
Meon  and  passes  into  Droxford  Rural  District  at  West  Meon. 

The  district  resolves  itself  into  three  separate  drainage  areas: 

(  a)  Sussex  River  Authority  area 

(b)  Thames  above  Teddington  area 

(c)  Hampshire  River  Authority  area

I  had  not  realised  until  preparing  facts  and  figures  for  this 
report  how  much  more  time  has  been  spent  investigating  complaints  of 
unauthorised  dumping  of  refuse.  Quite  apart  from  the  fact  that  these 
dumps  are  so  unsightly,  they  are  frequently  associated  with  rat 
infestation.  Unless  they  are  dealt  with  promptly,  they  quickly  become 
established  and  present  a  more  serious  problem.  In  spite  of  the 
Council's  policy  of  collecting  bulky  articles  upon  request,  we  found 
many  of  these  discarded  on  roadside  verges  and  commons  and  in  copses 
and  woodlands. 

The  provision  of  public  sanitary  conveniences  in  Horndean  in  1966 
resulted  in  a  reduction  of  conqplaints  of  fouling  of  roadside  land'in 
the  south  of  the  district  but  difficulty  was  still  experienced  nearer 
Petersfield.  The  extent  to  which  this  will  be  remedied  by  the  new 
conveniences  in  Liphook  remains  to  be  seen  but  I  feel  that  the  provision 
of  some  accommodation  in  the  Weston  area  of  the  A.  3  will  probably  be  the 
only  solution. 

The  County  Council  said  they  would  be  carrying  out  a  survey  to 
examine  the  extent  of  the  problem  throughout  the  County  and  would  then 
write  again. 

Offices  and  Shops 

Generally  speaking,  duties  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  1963  (other  than  provisions  relating  to  fire)  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  District  Council  and  the  provisions  of  the  Shops 
Act,  1950  relating  to  hours  of  closing,  conditions  of  employment  and 
Sunday  trading  continue  to  be  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

The  initial  survey  of  offices  and  shops  was  completed  early  in  the 
year  with  considerable  co-operation  from  all  concerned.  Work  was  carried 
out  as  required.  Since  then,  only  minor  contraventions  have  been 
reported  or  discovered. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  we  are 
consulted  about  all  new  offices  and  shops  and  extensions  to  ensure 
compliance  with  public  health  requirements. 

There  were  no  accidents  reported  during  the  year. 

No  formal  action  was  taken  during  the  year.

Licences  have  also  been  issued  in  respect  of  individual  caravans. 
These  are  valid  for  periods  which  coincide  with  planning  permissions. 

The  Council  lias  approved  a  standard  list  of  conditions  which  are 
applied  with  due  regard  to  the  particular  circumstances  of  each  case, 
including  the  physical  character  of  the  site,  any  services  or  facilities 
that  may  already  be  available  within  convenient  reach  and  other  local 
conditions.  Regard  was  had  to  the  model  standards  issued  by  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  when  these  conditions  were  drafted. 

The  Act  also  provides  for  certification  of  sites  by  such  organisations 
as  "The  Caravan  Club"  and  these  are  exempt  from  planning  or  licensing 
control  subject  to  a  code  agreed  with  the  Minister. 

The  Council  still  has  no  caravan  site  of  its  own.  Therefore 
caravans  with  short  term  planning  permissions  had  to  be  permitted  to 
remain  and  there  was  a  tendency  for  "back-yard"  caravans  to  appear. 
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(Caravan  Sites  -  continued) 


Outmoded  vans  frequently  re -appear  in  private  gardens  where  no  approval 
is  required  unless  they  are  used  for  a  purpose  not  exempted  by  the  Caravan 
Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960.  It  is  quite  impossible  to 
keep  a  check  on  such  vans  or  whether  or  not  they  are  exempt  from  control. 

The  quality  and  built-in  amenities  of  caravans  vary  in  the  same  way 
as  permanent  dwellings  differ  but  standards  have  improved  markedly  over  the 
last  few  years  and  it  is  very  noticeable  how  many  caravans  are  changing  over 
to  the  "  self -contained"  variety  with  their  own.  amenities  within  the  van. 

On  1st  June,  1967,  the  Council  took  over  the  tenancy  of  a  small  site 
of  five  caravans  at  Prospect  Farm,  Rowlands  Castle  which  had  previously 
been  run  as  a  commercial  site  for  twelve  caravans  and  was  in  the  process  of 
being  run  down.  The  intention  was  to  continue  the  process  of  running  down 
and  to  close  the  site  by  the  time  the  planning  permission  expired  on  31st 
August,  1968.  In  the  circumstances,  the  standards  accepted  are  relatively 
low. 


Moveable  Dwellings 

When  the  rural  survey  was  completed  about  20  years  ago,  there  was  a 
relatively  high  proportion  of  huts  and  shacks,  especially  in  the  southern 
parishes®  Those  which  were  moveable  dwellings  were  controlled  by  byelaws 
and  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  and  all  were  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  housing  legislation.  Frequently,  such  buildings  stood  on  substantial 
plots  of  land. 

In  recent  years,  as  land  values  have  risen,  there  has  been  a  tendency 
for  developers  to  acquire  a  number  of  adjoining  plots  to  enable  them  to 
design  on  an  estate  basis  and  this  has  led  to  an  appreciable  reduction  in 
the  number  of  shacks.  However,  there  are  some  areas  where ,  for  varying 
reasons,  planning  permission  for  new  buildings  will  not  be  forthcoming  and, 
in  these  areas,  well  informed  owners  are  doing  their  best  to  improve  the 
buildings  in  order  to  retain  a  worthwhile  value  to  the  land. 


Hop  Pickers’  Accommodation 


Hops  are  now  grown  at  only  two  farms  in  the  rural  district  and  at  only 
one  of  these  is  hop  pickers'  accommodation  provided.  No  problems  arose 
during  the  hop  picking  season. 


Schools 

Routine  and  special  visits  were  paid  to  independent  schools  in  the  area 
and  visits  were  made  to  County  controlled  schools  in  connection  with  specific 
enquiries. 
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Insect  Infestation 


Routine  mosquito  control  was  carried  out  during  the  "invasion" 
seasons.  Pools  and  ditches  which  have  an  unbroken  water  surface  for 
long  periods  under  average  weather  conditions  are  fairly  easy  to 
treat  but  uneven  marshy  ground  and  many  small  pools  which  persist 
only  becuase  of  unusual  circumstances  sometimes  present  a  difficult 
problem  and  result  in  a  nuisance  to  nearby  residents. 

One  of  the  major  suppliers  of  fumigants  and  disinfectants  provides 
a  free  identification  and  advisory  service  in  connection  with  insect 
pests  and  this  proved  most  valuable  when  investigating  complaints. 

Houses  suspected  of  being  verminous  are  fumigated.  Particular 
attention  is  paid  to  cases  where  occupants  are  to  be  moved  to  Council 
acc  ommo  da  tion . 

Wasps  were  the  major  cause  of  conplaint  and  we  treated  in  65  cases 
when  infestation  amounted  to  a  nuisance. 


Fly  Control 

There  were  several  very  heavy  fly  infestations  principally  of 
"Cluster"  flies  in  the  spring  and  autumn,  with  particularly  heavy 
infestation  in  the  village  of  Buriton.  Advice  was  given  by  way  of 
public  meeting  and  by  circular  letter  to  owners  and  occupiers  of  vulner¬ 
able  properties.  During  the  winter,  a  survey  was  made  of  nearby  Council 
house  roofs  but  no  signs  of  fly  infestation  were  discovered.

Housing  Conditions 

Broadly  speaking,  the  Council’s  programme  over  the  last  twenty  years 
for  the  repair  and  improvement  of  houses  has  accompanied  or  followed  the 
provision  of  main  drainage.  In  two  cases,  viz.  Hammer  Vale  and  Conford, 
it  was  agreed  that  formal  action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957  should 
await  sewer  extensions  in  those  areas.  However,  changes  in  occupation 
during  the  last  two  or  three  years  have  resulted  in  improvements  to 
nearly  all  the  poor  quality  houses  in  Hammer  Vale  and  there  has  been  a 
noticeable  upward  trend  in  the  Conford  area. 

At  G-riggs  G-reen,  the  lack  of  sewerage  facilities  is  holding  back 
development.  The  Council' s  plans  for  Bircholt  Road  in  particular,  which 
allow  for  some  permanent  development,  are  being  held  \p. 

The  following  grants  were  available  in  1967: - 

(l)  Discretionary  Grant 

Subject  to  certain  conditions,  half  the  estimated  cost  of  improve¬ 
ments  can  be  paid  at  the  discretion  of  the  local  Council,  subject  to 
a  maximum  of  £^.00.  These  grants  were  available  also  for  the  conversion 
of  houses  into  flats.  The  policy,  where  there  are  existing  amenities, 
is  not  to  give  discretionary  grants  for  the  elimination  of  structural 
defects  only. 

(  2)  Standard  Grant

(b)  General 

Whether  or  not  supermarket  type  shopping  is  in  the  public  interest, 
the  picture  created  has  done  much  to  improve  shop  appearance  and  fitments 
generally.  In  no  section  is  this  more  noticeable  than  in  the  food 
departments  where  merchandising  is  generally  on  a  very  much  higher  level 
than  a  few  years  ago.  New  methods  and  materials  used  for  packing,  storing 
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(Pood  Hygiene  -  continued) 


display,  etc.  have  led  to  difficulties  which  are  steadily  being  overcome. 


What  a  pity  therefore  that  improvements  in  structure  and  environment 
have  not  been  matched  by  a  general  raising  of  standards  as  far  as  food 
handling  is  concerned.  One  reason  is  the  changed  attitude  of  staff 
through  the  years.  The  days  are  past  when  a  shop  assistant  stayed  at  one 
shop  or,  at  least  in  the  same  trade,  for  many  years.  Shop  assistants 
tend  to  change  employers  regardless  of  the  nature  of  the  trade  pursued. 

Any  propaganda  or  advice  about  food  handling  has  therefore  to  be 
aimed  at  a  constantly  changing  target  and  it  is  little  wonder  that  the 
same  basic  faults  are  perpetuated.  In  my  opinion,  this  will  be  so  until 
training  is  arranged  for  people  entering  the  food  trade. 

Two  other  faults  which  recurred  with  noticeable  frequency  during  the 
year  were  failure  to  rotate  stock  and  overloading  of  deep  freeze  food 
cabinets. 


Milk  Supply 

There  are  fourteen  distributors  of  milk  registered  by  this  Council 
under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959* 

Dealers’  licences  to  sell  pre-packed  milk  are  issued  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1963  (Pasteurised,  Sterilised, 
Untreated)  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) (Amendment)  Regulations, 

1965  (Ultra  Heat  Treated).  These  licences  are  issued  under  powers 
delegated  to  the  Rural  District  Council  by  and  on  behalf  of  the  Hampshire 
County  Council.

Meat  and  Other  Foods 

Meat  shops  in  the  area  were  well  maintained  and,  in  general,  meat 
was  of  good  quality  and  well  handled. 

As  from  1st  April,  1961  ,  only  one  slaughterhouse  was  retained  in 
this  district.  This  followed  the  introduction  of  new  Regulations  in 
connection  with  construction  and  equipment  to  secure  humane  slaughter  and 
hygienic  conditions. 
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(Meat  and  Other  Poods  -  continued) 


Section  16  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  provides  for  the  registration 
of  all  premises  used  for:  - 

(a)  The  sale,  or  manufacture  for  the  purposes  of  sale,  of  ice  cream, 
or  the  storage  of  ice  cream  intended  for  sale,  or 

(h)  The  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted,  pressed, 
pickled  or  preserved  food  intended  for  sale. 

There  are  85  premises  in  this  district  currently  registered  and  selling 
ice  cream  and  17  premises  are  registered  for  the  preservation  of  food.

Poultry 

There  are  three  premises  in  the  district  at  which  substantial  quantities 
of  poultry  are  slaughtered  for  the  food  markets  - 

(1)  The  birds  dealt  with  are  not  primarily  table  poultry.  They 
are  egg  producing  birds  which  have  gone  "off  lay"  and  whole  hen 
houses  are  cleared  at  a  timeo  They  may  be  battery  hens,  deep  litter 
hens  or  hens  kept  on  wire  netting.  The  birds  are  killed  with  an 
electric  stunning  knife  immediately  upon  being  taken  from  the  crates. 
They  are  plucked,  stubbed,  cooled  and  refrigerated  and  delivered 
daily  to  a  poultry  processing  establishment  at  Chichester  where 
supervision  is  taken  over  by  Chichester  Rural  District  Council. 
Throughput  -  Approximately  2,000  birds  weekly. 

f 

(2)  This  is  a  poultry  rearing  establishment  dealing  with  approximately 
2,000  birds  a  week,  of  which  200  are  slaughtered,  plucked  and 
refrigerated  for  Kosher  trade  in  Southampton  where  they  are  eviscerated 
and  a  few  are  sold  locally.  About  500  birds  a  week  are  despatched 
live  for  Kosher  killing  in  Bournemouth;  a  further  300  birds  are 
slaughtered,  plucked,  dressed  and  despatched  to  shops  in  Brighton 

and  Portsmouth.  Most  of  the  production  is  of  poussins  and  spit 
chickens,  although  the  proprietor  also  handles  a  few  ducks  and  breeding 
stock  hens.  Of  those  eviscerated  on  the  premises,  approximately 
l^were  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

(3)  The  birds  dealt  with  are  8  to  10  week  old  capons  weighing  4-7  lb. 
The  proprietor  slaughters  about  150  each  week  as  well  as  20  to  25 
"off  lay"  battery  hens.  They  are  all  electrically  stunned  and  bled 
on  the  premises  where  they  are  also  machine  plucked,  hand  stubbed  and 
cooled  before  being  delivered  "off  the  hook"  to  butchers  within  a  ten 
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(Poultry  -  continued) 


mile  radius.  Only  about  a  dozen  a  week  are  eviscerated  on  the 
premises  for  local  sales  and  there  is  an  estimated  loss  of  3%  of 

Unflt4bn£dS°J-  Thefe  is  a  substantial  turkey  trade  at  holiday  times 
and  at  Christmas  (l ,500  birds) .  ^ 


Adulterations 


The  Hampshire  County  Council  is  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Authority  and  is 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Sections  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  which  place  restrictions  on  the  addition  to,  or  abstraction 
of  substances  from,  food  and  drugs. 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Jo  S.  Preston,  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and 
Measures  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  for  the  following  information  on 
samples  taken  in  the  district  during  the  years  - 

11  Sampling 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1968,  158  samples  were  procured  under 
the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  within  the  area  of  the  Petersfield  Rural 
District  Council,  as  follows: 

(  a)  Milk  Samples 


105  samples  of  milk,  including  i-3  of  Channel  Islands,  were  obtained, 
only  one  being  the  suoject  of  complaint.  This  affected  a  sample  from  a 
churn  included  in  a  consignment  of  Channel  Islands  milk  but  no  offence 
was  involved  as  the  average  fat  content  of  the  whole  of  the  milk  was  up 
to  the  required  standard.  The  milk  samples  which  were  submitted  for 
analysis  wuth  regard  to  fat  and  non— fatty  solids  were  also  subjected, 
where  necessary,  to  tests  for  the  presence  of  antibiotics.  In  this 
respect,  the  results  were  all  negative. 

(b)  Miscellaneous  Samples 


53  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  taken  and  these  were 
satisfactory,  with  two  exceptions.  The  adverse  reports  affected  the 
following:  - 


A  tin  of  peas  which  was  the  subject  of  a  consumer  complaint  alleging 
the  presence  of  foreign,  matter.  This  proved  to  consist  of  a  weed  seed.  The 
case  did  not  appear  to  warrant  legal  proceedings  but  it  was  taken  up  with 
the  packers,  who  were  warned  concerning  the  need  for  greater  care  in  the 
preparation  of  this  type  of  product. 

A  sample  of  pork  sausages  which  contained  57  per  cent  of  meat  instead 
of  the  normally  accepted  minimum  of  65  per  cent.  In  the  absence  of  any 
statutory  standard  the  deficiency  was  not  considered  sufficient  to  warrant 
legal  action  under  the  general  provisions  of  the  Act  but  the  attention  of 
the  producer  was  drawn  to  the  matter  with  a  view  to  an  improvement  being 
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(Miscellaneous  Sandies  -  continued) 


secured.  In  spite  of  the  absence  of  appropriate  standards  for  sausages 
and  sausage  meat  products,  legal  action  has  successfully  been  taken  in 
connection  with  substantial  deficiencies  in  the  meat  content  of  such 
articles  but  the  future  position  should  be  considerably  assisted  by  new 
regulations  prescribing  minimum  standards  which  will  come  into  operation 
next  year. 

A  further  consumer  complaint  related  to  some  sausage  rolls  which 
were  found  to  be  contaminated  with  mould.  Analysis  was  not  necessary 
in  this  case  but  legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  vendor,  a  fine 
of  £10  being  imposed,  together  with  an  order  for  the  payment  of 
£10  10s.  0d.  costs. 

Proceedings  were  also  taken  against  a  firm  of  butchers  with  regard 
to  the  sale  to  a  school  of  meat  with  a  false  trade  description  as  to 
quality,  the  meat  being  supplied  as  " lamb"  whereas  it  consisted  of 
hogget  or  mutton.  The  defendant  company  successfully  brought  in  their 
shop  manager  as  having  caused  the  offence  and,  although  convicted,  were 
exempted  from  penalty,  the  manager  being  fined  £1  0.  This  case  was  dealt 
with  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Acts  but  it  is  included  in  the  Report 
as  it  related  to  "quality”  and  could  conceivably  have  been  dealt  with 
under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act. 

( c)  G-eneral 


The  usual  attention  was  given  to  the  requirements  of  the  Labelling 
of  Pood  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act  with  regard  to  the 
labelling  of  food  and  drugs.  No  complaints  of  consequence  occurred." 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Rodent  Control  in  the  area  is  carried  out  by  Council  staff,  by 
private  servicing  companies  and  by  local,  rat  catchers. 

For  some  years  now,  the  Council's  service  has  been  free  to 
both  domestic  and  business  premises.  The  Council  employs  two  Rodent 
Operators,  who  normally  work  independently  but  assist  one  another  on 
block  control  and  sewer  testing.  Training  and  considerable  experience 
are  necessary  before  an  Operator  can  work  efficiently  and  it  was 
therefore  regrettable  that, for  the  second  successive  year,  a  replace¬ 
ment  was  necessary  in  the  late  autumn. 

As  a  result,  and  in  spite  of  some  overtime,  there  were 
temporary  delays  in  investigations. 

No  complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  treatment  and  it  was 
not  necessary  to  serve  any  statutory  notices  during  the  year  under 
the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949®
